THREE TRAINMEN KEPT AT BAY.

(Desperado Has His Face Painted So as 
to Make Identification Difficult 
and Escapes Without Diffi- 
-culty When the Train 
Slows Up.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 2.—The fast 
train from Omaha on the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph & Council Bluffs road, was held up 
at Langdon, just this side of the = State 
line, early this morning, by a lone highway- 
man, who secured about $600 in cash and 
numerous watches and other valuables 
from the passengers in the two Pullman 
cars. H. G. Burt, President of the Union 
Pacific, was one of the passengers, and he 
was robbed of $0.and all his passes, num- 
bering about fifty. 

The highwayman, who stood about 5 feet 
1 inches tall, and by his speech a country- 
man, wore.a black mask and carried a dark 
lantern. When the train stopped at Lang- 
don the robber poked a revolver into the 
face of the flagman on the rear platform 
of ‘the last Pullman car and forced the 
frightened man to go through the two cars 
ahead of him, waking the passengers and 
giving them the order to hand over their 
valuables. The porter in the rear car was 
asleep. 

Out of 20 traveling men in the re ear, 
14 were robbed, and, without exception, 
they passed over their money and valua- 
bles promptly. When the second car was 
entered the porter was pressed into ser- 
vice and aided the flagman in waking the 
passengers, while the Pullman conductor 
took things philosophically and looked on. 
Just how much money was secured in this 
car is not known, for the car was de- 
tached at St. Joseph. 

The robber refused to take anything from 
the trainmen, saying that they earned all 
they got. The whole proceeding required 
only about ten minutes and then the robber 
ordered the bell rope pulled. The train 
stopped and ‘he speedily disappeared. 


Conductor Magee, who was in the for- 


ward coaches, did not know of the robbery 
until after it was over. There were no 
women in the two Pullmans, and after the 
robber’s flight, the disgusted Pullmanites, 
in scant attire, held an indignation meet- 
ing and related their experiences. 

J. B. Patton, a traveling man from New 
York City, lost $138 in money, a gold watch 
and a through ticket to Los Angeles. Er- 
nest Urchs, representing Steinway & Co., 
tucked his watch and roll, containing $200, 
under the mattress of his berth and then 
gave up. $6 which he had in his pocket. 
The man in the next berth in trying to 
hide his wealth, dropped his — and a 
fat roll on the floor at the feet of the 
highwayman, who picked them up with a 
chuckle and said: ‘“‘Thanks.”’ 

H. J. Peterson, traveling man of New 
Britain, Conn., was relieved of $1500 and a 
traveling man from Baltimore named I. 
Ottenheimer, refuses to say how much was 
taken from him. F. B. Lee, a New York 
commercial traveler, saved $100 by empty- 
ing his pocketbook on the floor of the car 
and handing the robber the empty purse, 
which he placed in his pocket without ex- 
amination. 

Many of the passengers say they did not 
lose all their valuables, having concealed 


them before they retired. The robber fired | 
only one shot and that was while he was.

E. MeCormick Failed 
to Measure the Dose. 


USED CHLORAL FOR NERVES. 


BUT HE NEGLECTED THE USUAL 
PRECAUTIONS. 


Young Physician of Farmington, Mo., 
Saved by Heroic Treatment— 
Suicide Was  Farthest 
From His Intention, 


James E. McCormick, a young physician, 
residing in Farmington, Mo., where his 
family is prominent, while on a visit to 
St. Louis took an overdose of chloral 
Thursday night in Steele’s saloon, corner 
Twenty-third and Olive streets, and is now 
lying in St. John’s Hospital in a serious 
condition. The police report McCarmick's 
action as an attempted suicide, but this is 
stoutly denied by the man himself and the 
witnesses of the deed. 

He had_been taking the medicine, Dr. Mc- 
Cormick said, as a nerve-bracer, and quite 
unintentionally taok too much. Dr. VU. 
L. Suggett of Jefferson avenue and Olive 
streets, attended McCormick and ordered 
his removal to the hospital. 

McCormick is 2% years of age and a ‘97 
graduate of the St. Louis Medical College. 
He ts a son of the several-time Congress- 
man, Gen. James R. McCormick, naw dead, 
formerly one of the best-known and wealth- 
lest citizens of his community. Young Mc- 
Cormick inherited a considerable estate 
from his father and after graduation was 
for a time an interne at the City Hospital, 
but later established his practice in Farm- 
ington, where his mother and brother also 
live. He is in the habit, he stated, of vis- 
iting St. Louls at frequent intervals and 
explained that he usually managed to “en- 
joy” himself while here. 

He said Thursday morning that he had 
been on a pro.onged spree for the past 
three weeks, and had determined to sober 


up. Accordingly he had a prescription com. 
posed of chloral and bromide of poiassium 
made, and had been taking it for the last 


few days As he was in Steele's saioun 


| wbout ll o’clock Thursday night he got out 


'his bottle of the mixture and prepared to 
take a dose, saying to the bartender that 
a little too much of the stuff wouid put 
a man to sleep for good. 

Thinking that his i 
made it unnecessary, McCormick did not 
use a spoon to measure out the quantit 
but took a sup from the bottle. Presentis 
he became very drowsy, and, in spite of 
the utmost endeavors of Mr. Steele and 
others, he could not be roused from his 
.ethargy. 

Fearing that McCormick's jesting remark 
was about to be borne out in truth, Steele 
at once sent for Dr. Suggett, who adminis- 
tered powerful emetics and gave the pa- 
tient strong stimulatin injections. ut 
the »noison, combined with the liquor the 
man had been drinking, effectual pre- 
vented resultful effects, and McCormick 
failed to recover consciousness until early 
Friday morning. 

When he found what he had done, Me- 
Cormick frankly admitted that he had been 
intoxicated, and was especially anxious 
that no news of the occurrence reach his 
mother. He utterly, and with sincer.ty, 
repudiated the icea of sulcide with which 
the police had credited him. 

Dr. Suggett stated that his patient was 
now out of danger, and he anticipated no 
fatal resu.t. Instead of one drachm, a 
regular dose, Dr. Suggett said McCormick 
had taken 16 times that amount.

“Then along came the long4ooked-for 
stéel boom, and coke in the market rose 
to over $4 aton. Mr. Frick felt sore be- 
cause he was not sharing in the general 
prosperity. The bitter feeling culminated 
in open hostilities after Mr. Frick’s failure 
to place the option for the Carnegie Steel 
Co.’a property, for which option he paid 
Mr. Carnegie more than $1,000,000. 

“Mr. Carnegie is a man who will not be 
dominated, and he cailed for Mr. Frick’s | 
resignation, and later offered him $6,000,000 
for his 6 per cent of the holdings. Mr. | 
Frick brought suit for $19,000,000 more on 
the basis of Mr. Carnegte’s option figures.

WORSE THAN EVER. 


AMERICANS LOSE MANY ARMS. 


Country Alive With What Is Called 
‘Guerrillas’? Who Do More Harm 
Than the “Army” Did. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.—The steam- 
er Hong Kong Maru brings from Hong 
Kong news of a surprising state of affairs 
existing in the Philippines. ‘The ecorre- 
spondent of a Hong Kong paper sends the 
following uncensored letter to his journal: 

““Maniia, eb. 13.-—It is a strange state of 
affairs that exists in the Philippines to-day, 
Improvement is visible in nearly every 
quarter, Civil governments are rapidly be- 
ing established in every town of impor- 
tance, and garrisons and patrols are in 
process of extension wherever Americans 
hold territory, and yet it is an undeniable 
fact that since Jan. 1 the insurgent forces 
have captured a number of rifles and quan- 
tities of ammunition from the Americans, 
aimost equaling the sum total of Ameri- 
can captures from the insurgents. 

‘Besides this, the casualties rate for the 
last twe weeks will come very close to be- 
ing heavier than at any other period of the 
mnsurrection, with the exception of the time 
of the outbreak and the fortnight beginning 
with M: ur h %, 1899. 

‘These are hard 
somewhat alarming 
threatenéd guerrilla 
heard on every side seems to be a reality 
and parties of fifiy or smaller numbers are 
ambushed and ‘jumped’ day after duy. 
Supply trains, s mall escorts and scouting 
parties are the special objects of attack 
and the country seems to be full of small, 
roving bands Walting at every convenient 
cOve- until the prey is caught. 

“In One or two instances, heavy patrols 
or strong scouting parties have quickly 
avenged these raids by setting out imme- 
diately and hunting down and killing as 
many of the marauders as possible. These 
lessons have not been forgotten and in the 
immediate districts there have been no 
repetitions of the trouble.

BRUSH HAS. SPOKEN 


DECLARES THERE WILL BE NO 
ASSOCIATION THIS YEAR. 


TROUBLE WITH HIS PLAYERS. 
He Tells of How Hahn and Geier Are 
Holding Out on Cincinnati for 
Higher Salaries. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 23.—Pres!- 
dent Brush hes epoken. And the burden of 
his specch is that the Cincinnati Club 
will make no concessions to the players 
who are hoiding out fer more salary than 
has been offered them. 

“The Cincinnati! Club 
that it was not business to adopt a vacillat- 
ing policy,” said Mr. Brush, ‘‘and it doee 
not propose to deviate from that determina 
tion. We decide first what is the right thing 
to do, and when we are convinced of oul! 
proper plan, we work out on those lines. 

“When the Cincinnati Club offered Frank 
Hahn a aalary of $600 more than he re- 
ceived last season we felt that we were 
treating fairly with him. We have had no 
occasion since them to change our minds 
The raise in salary was deci@ed upon afle 
a discussion among those who had a right 
to discuss the question, and after a decti- 
sion was reached and the Cincinnati Club 
offered Hahn a contract in which the ad- 
Yance was included, the game was up to 


Hahn, and will remain so until he decides 
to sign the contract that wag originally

Mr. Brush has had several letters from 
Phil Geier. who was 6ecured to play third 

ase| for the Keds this season, but who ha; 
not made up his mind as yet to accept the 
terms offered him by the Cincinnati Club. 
Mr. Brush is as firm in the case of Geler 
as he is in thai of Hahn, simply becauee 
it is the policy of the club not to deviate 
from its original propositions to players. 

“T am in hopes that Geier will see the 
mistake he is making before it is too late,’’ 
eaid Mr. Brush. 

“When he visited Indianaoolis with the 
St. Paul team last season, just Lefore the 
last game were played in the Western 
League, I had a long talk with him on the 
subject of his signing with the Reds, 
offered him an advance over the salary he 
had received with St. Paul to finish the 
Season with the Reds, and assured ‘im that 
any contract he might sign with the Cincin- 
nati Club at that time would have no effect 
on the contract that would be tendered him 
‘for this season—that his sailary this season 
would depend upon the showing ihat he 
made wit the Reds during the time he 
played with them after the close >of the 
season of the Western League.

THAT SELING RACE TROUBLE. 


The Board of Appeals, After a Thor- 
ough Investigation, Place 
Berry Again in Good 
Standing. 


A decision has just been rendered by the 
Board of Appeals of the Turf Congress 
that will be of intercst to turfmen all over 
the country, and especially to the Fair 
Grounds Association of St. Louis. 

It is in regard to the claiming of horses 
out of selling races and a precedent is 
established. 

On May 2% of last year Tom Berry was 
at the Fair Grounds track. It was the 
day that Jimp defeated Clay Pointer and 
Nannie L. 

(.ay Poynter was entered in a selling 
race for $3u0. The first money in the purse 
Was $225, making the claiming price of the 
horse $525, which was of course far below 
nis real value. 

Two claims were made for the horses, 
one by W. A. Wright, uwntr of Gomez, 
and another by Mr. Watts of the firm of 
Denson, Watts & ©o., who were represent- 
ed in the race by Nannie L. 

Jimp landed the race, with Clay Poynter 
second and Nannie L. third. Under the 
rules the owner of the horse finishing 
ihird has the prior claim and the horse was, 
therefore, awarded to Mr. Watts, who sub- 
sequently retransferred him to Mr. Berry. 

Mr. Wright caused all the trouble when 
he filed a claim that Mr. Watts had oniy 
acted for Mr. Berry in making the claim. 
Mhe stewards investigated and afterward 
iwarded the horse to Mr. Wright, believ- 
ing there had been a frauduient claim. 
When a boy was sent around to the Watts 
stable to get the horse it was found that 
Mr. Berry had taken him away and had 
shipped him East. To say that this caused 
a stir is but stating it mildly, for the stew- 
ards were as warm as the fried end of the 
iquator. They held another session and 
the horse was demanded of Mr. Berry. He 
held out stoutly that he had made the 
purchase of Mr. Watts, and that he had 
a perfect right to do so. In spite of this 
statement the stewards thought there was 
something crooked about the transaction, 
and for that reason they ruled off Berry 
and his string, consisting of Clay Poynter, 
Cherry Leaf, Prince Henry, Mr. Johnson, 
Anster, Bicor, Pan Jette, Sorrel Rose and 
Crystal Dome. 


Mr. Berry made a strong fight In the 
matter and was unwilling to abide by the 
decision, as will be remembered, for horse- 
men were very much interested in the case. 
He afterward dropped the matter and has 
been trying for reinstatement ever since. 
Not long ago the case was sent to the 
Board of Appeals. In the meantime, how- 
ever, Mr. Berry had succeeded in con- 
vincing the Board of Stewards at St. Louis 
that he had bought the horse in good faith 
and that he had had no previous arrange- 
ment with Mr. Watts regarcinug the pur- 
chase of Clay Pointer. A few days ago 
the St. Louis officials sent word to the 
Board of Appeals that they would not ob- 
ject to the reinstatement of Mr. Berry. 


The board has thoroughly considered the 
matter and has come to the conclusion that 
Mr. Berry did nothing that was not per- 
fectly straight. Even had he had a pre- 
vious arrangement with Mr. Watts there 
could have been nothing crooked in it. 
This is the opinion of the board, and in the 
event that anything else of the kind ever 
comes up this decision will hold good. 
Wh.le they do not say so, it is evident that 
the most of the members believe implicitly 
that Mr. Berry has been done a great in- 
justice. This decision will make somewhat 
of a change in selling races, for owners 
will not be so apt to try to craw! in at 
light weight with a good horse to run 
against skates. It will equalize matters 
and give the betting public a chance that 
they have not had heretofore under the 
previous understanding. It will also help 
to a marked extent the small owners. 

The decision has not yet been given out 
to the public, but I learned of it to-day, 
and there is not the slightest doubt but it 
is true in every respect.
